The Reform bill in tho English House of Com- 
mons had passed a second reading. 

Lord John Russell had stated that the English 
proposition for the settlement of tl:c Sni: .luar. 
difficulty had been rejected by the American Gov- 
ernment, and .tbat./tttnre action depends noon 
Secretary Cass' reply to the last English dispatch. 
• Thereis ho' change to note in the aspect ot con- 
tinental politics. Rumors were current of re- 
newed troubles in the interior of Sicily. 

Spain ha.s granted u general nmncsty to the 
Carlists. 

The IviuK of Sardinia was at Bolngnu, and had 
had an enthusiastic reception. .Vrresls continued 
at Messina. Naiiles was ([uiet. Hciiif? advised by 
Caviiur, Garibaldi has not |,'one to Sicily.

No decision lias yet been made at Paris in regard 
to Ihe evacuation of Home. 

The I'atat^onian missionary steamer Allen Gar- 
diner has been captured by the natives. 

The Bishniis of Honiagna have received prohibi- 
tions against takiiij,' any part in the reception of 
King Victor ICmanuol. 

V correspondent of the Journal des Debata was 
ordered to leave Rome, by the Pope, but obtained 
a delay for twenty days. 

Advices from Naples say the royal army at- 
tacked the insurgents intrenched on the town of 
Catini, on the 18th. The fight was desperate, and 
continued for the three following days, when the 
government troops received reinforcements, and 
compelled the insurgents to retire on .railmRO, 
leaving Hot killed behind. The royal troops had 
three hundred killed. Tho town of C'rini was 
pillaged and set lire to. Oreat misery i>ievails at 
I'.ilcrmo. Since tlie execution of lliirlecii insur- 
geni.s on the lirnh, Neapolitan soldiers were sur- 
prised and hung at Ciirini. LeUers assert that tliL- 
Neapiditan army ainounts to 160, PUO. 

It is said that a Neapolitan General had been 
caiitured bv tin' insurgents, that the scat of CJov- 
crnmcnt is about to bo transferred to Messina, and 
that the garrison at rulermo, numbering 20,000 
men, arc afraid to proceed to the interior. 
Mexico. 

A great battle has been fought near San Luis 
Potosi, between 4,IHI0 Keactionisis and ii large 
force of Liberals The latter were victorious.

It gives thern a notoriety unequalled in any 
other age; and what is more, itenablos 
th.-m to ;'imibat tMiniiP n.s opinions tnore 
readily; ami ihus rcaoli the piibliciiar more 
easily, and I'^lahlisli ihonisclves in llio 
eniitulence of ih-- masses. The debates and 
tiie nieaMiri'S of parhanient, and the eom- 
iniMits of the press are alike beiielieial to 
the novernirii.Mil ,iiid the people. Good lUea- 
siiic's are supported ; bad ones e.itposed. A 
ynod i^ovetinnent has no reason to' fear the 
widest publication or the utmost latitude of 
discuhsion. It is only bad ones,, with bud 
measures that fear the exposure of their evil 
schemes before they are matured. 

The press can attack as well as defend.

(lo.'.erin the summers sun. Sheridan never 
uttered a more elocpieiit remark, than when 
he attacked in p.irhaiiient the ministers ot 
the day, for atteiiiplint; U; cuib the press. 
His words were, •■ (Jive them a corrupt 
llonse of I/^rds: uivelhem a venal House 
of Commons ; irivelliem a tyrannical rrince ; 
;:ive them a liuekliii),' Court ; and let me 
iiave bill an iinfellered press, and I will dely 
them tip eiicioai li a hair's breadth pn the 
hbiTtiesof Kimlaiid."

The Chairman said, notbeing a Icg.il man he 
could not siy liow necessary a Llerk might be; 
but the general opinion is, that the olHce of Attor- 
ney General is a very lucrntlve one. I suppose it 
will 1)0 proper for me to inquire whether we liavo 
an Attorney General for this colony ? 

Mr Cary replied, that the only reason why the 
Attorney Ocncrnl required a Clerk was : that he 
hni! ti>'> nv.ic-!! work to perforin, and could not do 
without assistiuico. , ,, i 

Mr Crease— If we vote this amount, shall we do 
so with the .assurance of the Clerk beinp applied 
to public business, and not to private a/fuirs? 

Mr Gary— Of course, to public business. 

Mr Gordon hoped there would be a Clerk allow- 
ed as, if there were not. the Attorney General 
would be compelled to piiv a Clerk out of his own 
salary, which is only £300 per iinnum. 

Mr Fuster— There is one iiiiestion in the minils 
of nil • Arc we tohavciin AtlDriiey General, whose 
time is consumca in liiitish Columbia? AVe do 
not know who is to be the Attorney General for 
Vancouver Island alone— when wc nre to have 

jilm or what are to be his duties. A statement 

his been made that the Atlurney General would 
only do what he is bound by his contract. I think 
if it is found that the Attorney Genoral will not do 
his duty, he will soon be called to make his comje. 
I belicvu that a former gcntUman, who filled that 
oilicc, was dismissed from that position because a 
certain other gentleman agreed to do the work for 
nothing ! 

Mr Cary— No ! no ! no I 

Mr foster- The Attorney General 1ms stated 
hereon several occasions, that he is performing 
the duties for nothing. 

Mr Gary — Question ! qucstinn ! 

Mr Foster— The amount all'iwcd the Attorney 
General is £300. Now, will thi" gcnllcinan be kiiid 
enough to let us know what he receives from Bri- 
tish Columbia ? 

Mr Gary — Question ! ijucstinn ! 

Mr Foster— The monu-nt we vuln a fjlerk to the 
Attorney General, that Clerk will have to do just 
what he is tc.UI. . 

Mr Franklin— The gentleman is out of order. 

Mr. Fo.«ter— 1 am discussinfi the question before 
the House. The clerk will have to do what he is 
ordered — private or public business. The Attor- 
ney-General has told us that be can do the whole 
of his private correspondence; and we have not 
allowed other departments, much more important, 
a clerk. The gentleman has taken upon himself 
';thO office, and I think it much more proper that 
British Columbia should pay the salary than \ aii- 
couvcr Island. I cannot see the necessity for u 
clerk for the Attorney-General, when we have de- 
clined to vote elrrks for oIKcers Who devote their 
whole time to tlii» colony. 

Mr. Crease said he was in favor of voting the 
Attorney-Geiii'rid a clerk if he confined himself to 
the business of this colony. Hut lie w;is not will- 
iuK to pay half a salary to half a man. [Laugh- 
ter. 1 

Mr. Cooper moved that the salary for a clerk for 
the Attorney-General bo expunged from the Esti- 
mates. , 

The Chairman — We have a right, before wc 
vote a salary for an officer, to know what office he 
is goiii" to till. We want to know to whom we 
\ are aof..^ to pay this money. That is the reason 
k I asked the question whether we had or had nut 
r an Attorney-General for Vancouver I-land. 
■ ■ Mr. Cary said he should not occupy the position 
of Attorney-General for both colonies after he 
found the duties two heavy. In regard to the 
assertion of the honorable gentlemaii (Mr. Foster), 
in which he says that I otIVrcd to take the nlhce of 
Crown Solicitor for nothin;,', it is enlircly (erro- 
neous. , , 

Mr. Cooper's amendment was lost: Atjes — I ns- 
ter Colos, (hooper, Tolmie, McDonald ; o. Noes— 
Gordon, (ircen, Crease, Soutbgate, Cary, Frank- 
lin, Uclnickcn ; 7. 

Mr. Crease moved that the salury for the Attor- 
nc'v-ficneral's clerk be £150. 

Mr Cooper said if he was convinced a clerk 
was indispensibly necessary, he would vote for 
the salary as set down in the Estimates rather 
than cat it down too low. 

Mr. Crease withdrew his amendment, and the 
clerk was allowed £200, unanimously. 

Mr. Foster then moved that the salary of the 
Attorney General's clerk bo paid only when Attor- 
ney General for Vancouver Island be a|ip()inted. 

The Chairman asked that the motion might be 
delayed umil voting on Statement A had bfeii con- 
cluded, and .Mr. h'oster willuircw liis iiiotimi. 

The return, allowing .\ttoriicy General's ollice 
£,'iin for incidental exiicnseR, was tarried— .-I yfi, 
Gordon, (ircf ii, Cre.isr, .Son'bgate, Cary, Frank- 
lin, Tolmie, Mcl)on;.ld, and Uelmcken. Jsoes— 
Foster, Coles, and Cooper. 

The salary of .-Vssistant Colonial Surveyor 
(£,300), was next considered. 

Mr. Hclmcken, in reply to a remark of Mr. 
Tolmie, said he did not ccnif.ider wo should pay 
these salaries at all, until we are placed in pos- 
session of the lands and the revenue derived thcrc-

The Chairninii— We are Osked to vote money to 
nay for survcving land, that we don't own. 

Mr. Helmcien— I.am no party man. I have a 
particular policy to pursue, and I mean to bend 
the House to that policy if I can. 

The Chairman— 1 want it understood, I'm no 
party man. 

Loud cries, "Oh, oh!" " \ ou re no parly 
man!" "ilioidea of our chairman being a party 
man! ridiculous!" "Oh, no!" 

After some further discussion, the surveyor 
was allowed XliO'l. 

Tiio salary of deputy .Vssihtant S.irvcvor (i'i'O) 
was strickoii out, and tliu Siirvi'yor's ulli. c was 
allowed £101) for materials, etc., instead of IIM, 
as nslted for in the Estimate*.

House of Asaembly 

Friu.vy, June 16th, I860. 

At half-past three o'clock, no quorum being 
nresent, thn Speaker adjourned the llouso till 
Monday next, at three o'clock. There were pre- 
sent at that time Messrs. 11 olmcken, Foster, Coo- 
per, Green, Gary, and Waddinglon. 

The adjournment took place from the frontstoop 
of the ilonse. At tv enty minutes lo four o clock, 
Mr. Crease appeared, anil as his arrival made up 
the necessary number (seven) for a quorum, Mr. 
Cary demanded that the House be organiiied, as 
thn adjournment hui not been made according to 
the rules, they requiring the Speaker to be m his 
seat when he adjourned the -House., .. After some 
conversation, the Speaker tobk his seat. 

Mr. Crease— I beg Ip^ve to call the attention of 
the House to. a'breatof privilege on the part of 
the British Colonist newtp.ijier. Ihe tire 
Bill is publislied in that paper, of thn 14th iiis^tant, 
in cjclniso, and rcmnt'Kn made thereon, which are 
calculated to inlliience the votes of members. It 
is a paper I myself support, but I think it is a 
m.atter which the House .should take notice 
of The members should express their opinions 
on the subject ; and if it occurs ngain, cite tho 
publisher before the lluiise. I ask that a com- 
mittee bo appointed to iiuiuire into the matter. 

Mr. Wiiddingtoii— Tim GOLO.NIST may have gone 
a step too far in publishing the bill : but the last 
Assembly allowed the publication of Mils, and not 
a word was sidd. 

Mr. Croas( — Ity permission of the House. 

'I'ho .Sppaki r- Tlie bill was read in the House, 
and any short-hand reporter might have taken it 
down. Everything should bo published that 
comes, before the House; if you wish to make 
a "star chamber" of the House, however, yon 
can do so. . 

Mr. Crease- There Is no such intention. 

The resolution was adopted, ylye.s— Foster, 
Green, Cre.asc, Carv ; iVocj—Wuddington, Cooper. 

The chairman appointed Messrs. Cary, Crciise, 
Waddington, Cooper and Foster, as the eomnuttcc. 

Mr. Cary— I would call the attention of the 
House to the m.inncr in which proceedings go on 
outside this chamber. The Speaker actually hav- 
ing taken itupiMi himself to adjourn the House 
whilst sitting on Ihe sloop smoking a cigar ! 

Tho Speaker — In future I , shall adjourn the 
House at lo minutes past three o'clock every day 
that a (luorum is not present. IHear, hear.] 

A motion was adopted that tholHouse go iiito 
Committee of the Whole on the bill amending the 
Liciuor License Law. , . .i 

'Hie Speaker announced, as he was leuviiia the 
ch^iir, that he was now determined the Uour.c 
should adjourn, and instead of takini.' his sc.it m 
Committee, withdrew into the clerk's aparimeut— 
thus leaving the committee without a quorum. 

Mr, Wiiddington took the chair and announced 
that (here was not a iiuornm present. 

Mr. Cary went in search of thu Speaker, and the 
members composed thcnisclves in their seats, and 
surveyed each otlicr witli looks of bl.uik astonish- 

" jlr! Cary soon returned with a dejected look, but 
without the Speaker, and Messrs. Cooper and 
Foster seizing ihcir hats and making for the door, 
the cimimittee broke up. 

The Speaker then returned and: took his seat; 
the chairman of tho committco said ho had ao re- 
port to make, and the House was declared ad- 
juurncd to .Mondav next," 18th Inst., at 3 o'clock.
